Poisoned pen? 

Sixty-five guinea pigs found dead at Valley Zoo, only seven left

Employees made a grisly 
discovery in the guinea 
pig pen at the Valley Zoo 
Wednesday morning. 

Sixty-five guinea pigs 
were found dead in their 
pen from what zoo officials 
believe was a deliberate poi¬ 
soning. 

“This is a very serious 
matter and while the cause 
of death is still being deter¬ 
mined, the fact that many 
of these died almost simul¬ 
taneously is suspicious,” 
said Dean Treichel, the 
zoo’s operations supervisor. 
“We believe the animals 
died after eating poisoned 


oranges that were placed in 
the animals’ enclosure.” 

Treichel said the animals 
were checked in the 
evening, as per zoo proto¬ 
col, and were all still alive 
and healthy at that time. 

“When the animals were 
checked the following 
morning, 64 were dead and 
eight were alive,” he said. 
“One of the eight passed 
away later in the morning 
leaving behind seven of the 
animals.” 

Zoo employees called po¬ 
lice shortly after making 
the discovery. 

“Police believe the or¬ 
anges that were found in 
the pen were laced with 
some sort of poisonous sub¬ 
stance,” said Patrycia

Thenu, a police spokesper¬ 
son. 

“Toxicology tests are be¬ 
ing done and they’ll take a 


while to complete.” 

The maximum charge in 
a case like this would be 
cruelty to animals and pos¬ 
sibly a trespassing or break 
and entering charge. 

“This is an unusual inci¬ 
dent and police are not 
aware of similar incidents 
in the past,” Thenu said. 

Treichel confirmed that 
the possible poisoning was 
a first for the Valley Zoo and 
staff members are upset 
over the finding. 

“The Valley Zoo staff here 
are very upset by this,” Tre¬ 
ichel said. “I can’t believe 
that somebody could be 
this callous. I don’t know 
who would do this. Certain¬ 
ly nobody that has any care 
or respect for animals.” 


Pocklington 
admits to 
perjury 
charge 

courts Peter Pocklington 
was once one of Canada’s 
most famous hockey team 
owners, but now he’s a 
convicted perjurer. 

The former Edmonton 
Oilers owner pleaded 
guilty Thursday in a Unit¬ 
ed States district court to 
lying during bankruptcy 
proceedings. 

He is to be sentenced 
Aug. 9, which is also the 
22nd anniversary of the 
day he shocked a hockey- 
crazed nation and broke 
the heart of his 
hometown by trading Oil¬ 
ers star player Wayne 
Gretzky to the Los Angeles 
Kings. 

His plea is part of a deal 
with prosecutors that calls 
for probation and six 
months of home 
detention. 

But prosecutor Sean 
Lolcey stressed that the 
sentencing judge is not 
bound by the deal and 
that the recommended 
sentence is contingent on 
Pocklington fulfilling oth¬ 
er tasks. 

Those tasks include 
turning over property and 
working with U.S. tax au¬ 
thorities to file tax returns 
for 2006, 2007 and 2008 
and paying any money 
owing. Pocklington, 68, 
has said he earned no in¬ 
come during those years. 

“To the extent he com¬ 
plies with that and does 
everything he’s supposed 
to, he could be in a range 
where probation would be 
a probability,” Lolcey also 
added. 

“He could also be in a 
range where it’s not, and 
prison time could be con¬ 
templated, so at this point 
there are some things that 
still need to happen.”

Smoking-related 
fire damage spikes 

Official urges proper disposal of cigarettes

Property damage caused 
by smoking material fires 
is on the rise, according to 
Edmonton Fire Rescue 
Services. 

Smoking material fires, 
or fires caused by cigarette 
butts, have caused more 
property damage this year 
than in 2008 and 2009 
combined, and the city is 
only halfway through the 
year. 

“If a person is going to 
smoke, we do ask that they 
use an approved receptacle 
for disposing your smok¬ 
ers’ materials,” said Wayne 
Pawlowslci, chief of fire in¬ 
vestigations. 

“And that (means) a met¬ 


al can with either water or 
sand in it. We have had a 
rash of fires this year, ap¬ 
proximately 20 fires.” 

Those 20 fires have re¬ 
sulted in more than $4.1 
million worth of property 
damage and one fatality. 

Pawlowslci warned that 
extinguishing a cigarette 
in a planter outside is a 
dangerous way to dispose 
of it because, while peat 
moss doesn’t exactly burn, 
it supports combustion 
and will smoulder. 

“Most fires that are out¬ 
side often go undetected. 
There are no smoke alarms 
out there and it’s not (no¬ 
ticed) until somebody fi¬ 
nally has a visual on it, or 
somebody drives by and 
sees it, or it gets into the 
house and activates the 


smoke alarm,” Pawlowslci 
said. 

To prevent smoking ma¬ 
terial fires, Fire Rescue 
Services advised people to 
make sure that smoking 
materials in ashtrays are 
wet before putting them in 
the garbage; never toss cig¬ 
arette butts onto the 
ground; never put out 
smoking materials in plant 
pots; and keep smoking 
materials, as well as 
lighters and matches, away 
from children. 

“Our fire losses have ac¬ 
tually doubled this year, 
and we’re still just in the 
early phase of this year,” 
Pawlowslci said. “So that’s 
why we want to ... try and 
educate the public to prop¬ 
erly dispose of their smok¬ 
ers’ material.”

New hope for 
heart patients

Heart patients who can’t 
handle invasive 
treatments have new 
hope thanks to a 
revolutionary procedure 
at the Mazankowski 
Alberta Heart Institute. 

Transcatheter aortic valve 
implantation, or TAVI, is an 
innovative method for re¬ 
placing diseased aortic 
valves, which allows doc¬ 
tors to deliver the same 
care that surgeons give 
through open-heart surgery 
but in a less invasive man¬ 
ner. 

“Up until very recently, 
patients that were in the 
category of very high risk or 
inoperable, really had no 
option,” said Dr. Rob Welsh, 
director of adult cardiac 
catheterization laboratory 
at the Mazankowski. “They 
would get medical therapy 
until the end of their life or 
if they were candidates, 
they were sent off to Van¬ 
couver to be assessed for 
the TAVI program there.” 

Welsh estimated that as 
many as 50 per cent of pa¬ 
tients who need open 
aortic valve replacement 
are too sick or too frail to 
have it done. The TAVI 
procedure is meant for 
these patients. 

Three patients have 
already undergone TAVI 


TAVI involves inserting a 
manufactured valve into the heart, 
replacing a patient’s failing aortic valve. 


since the first procedure in 
Edmonton in mid-May. Alex 
Shaplca was the first Alber¬ 
tan to go through it. 

“I was always weak and 
tired. Before, as soon as I 
stopped moving, I would 
fall asleep,” said the 78- 
year-old. “All I wanted was 
to be better. So when they 
said there was a different 
way of doing it, I agreed as 
long as it worked. It did, 
and I’m glad that it did.” 

Shaplca had the surgery 
on May 10 and was released 
from hospital three days 
later. 

“The biggest thing you’ll 
see in these patients is the 
recovery after aortic valve 
surgery is typically as long 
as seven to nine days in hos¬ 
pital,” Welsh said. “With 
this device, patients are 
ready to go home within 
days. It can be really revolu¬ 
tionary.” 

Local patients diagnosed 
with aortic stenosis and 
deemed unsuitable for 
open-heart surgery will be 
referred to Edmonton’s 
TAVI team. A cardiac team 
is expected to begin 
performing the 
w procedure at Cal¬ 
gary’s Foothills 
Medical Cen- 
tre by late 
summer 
or early 
| fall.

Bromley is known for 
her work with Wallis 
Kendal on The Gun Sculp¬ 
ture, which was shown in¬ 
ternationally, and for the 
themes of anti-war ex¬ 
pressed through her art. 

“I fancied myself as a 
rather well-travelled indi¬ 
vidual,” Bromley said. “I 
had spent over three years 
of my life travelling the 
world, and I was still com¬ 
pletely unprepared for 
what I encountered when I 
went to both Cambodia 
and Sierra Leone.” 

During her time in those 
countries, Bromley re¬ 
searched and documented 
the experiences of the vic¬ 
tims of violence she en¬ 
countered. 

“Why I make the work is 
to create a connection, not 
a facile or passing, but I 


hope that there is an open¬ 
ness that happens, maybe 
a listening that happens or 
just simply to think about 
the issues as far as a per¬ 
sonal way, instead of a de¬ 
tached way,” Bromley said. 

Haunted by the inter¬ 
views with child soldiers 
and bush wives, young 
girls who have been cap¬ 


tured and used as labour 
and sex slaves, Bromley 
feels that many people do 
not fully grasp the horror 
and atrocities that victims 
of violence have to en¬ 
dure. 

“The other area I’m real¬ 
ly interested in is how we 
hear or listen to descrip¬ 
tions of violence because I 


think it’s very fashionable 
in a way; you have a disas¬ 
ter or a conflict someplace, 
you hear the stories, you 
perhaps get a little in¬ 
volved, or maybe you do¬ 
nate money or something 
to it, but then another dis¬ 
aster or war comes along, 
and it becomes almost like 
fashion,” Bromley said.

Rivals gird to fight Apple as

They warn in a report 
that the knowledge gap 
widens as climate change 
and development strain 
the water supply. 

“As Canadian freshwater 


comes under increasing 
stress, decisions about this 
natural resource will need 
to be made with a more 
complete understanding 
of its availability and how 
that is expected to change 


over time,” the report says.

Poor likelier to suffer heart attacks, study finds 


Canadians who live in 
low-income neighbour¬ 
hoods are more likely to 
have a heart attack than 
their wealthier 
counterparts, a new 
report indicates. 

But in terms of how they 
fare when they get to hos¬ 
pital, their quality of care 
appears to be about the 
same, says the report re¬ 
leased Thursday by the 
Canadian Institute for 
Health Information. 

“This is data to support 
providing specific strate¬ 
gies to help at-risk and dis¬ 
advantaged populations,” 
said Toronto cardiologist 
Dr. Beth Abramson, a 
spokesperson for the Heart 
and Stroke Foundation.

Equal outcomes

dying in hospital within 30 
days was about the same 
for all socio-economic 
groups, averaging 8.3 per 
cent.

a good in-hospital health¬ 
care system to prevent the 
heart disease in the first 
place ...

Almost 67,000 Canadians 


landed in hospital due to a 
heart attack in 2008-09. A 
breakdown of five neigh¬ 
bourhood income levels 
found that those in the 
least-affluent areas were 37 
per cent more likely to have 
a heart attack than those in 
the most-affluent districts. 

Heart attack rates were at 
a high of 347 per 100,000 in 
Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor and a low of 169 per 
100,000 in B.C., after popu¬ 
lation age differences were 
taken into account. 

“B.C., who seems to be 
doing relatively well, has 
had its prevention strategy 
... for many years, and that 
may help explain some of 
the differences we’re see¬ 
ing,” Abramson said.

President answers to criticism of response to worst oil spill in U.S. history 


Criticism mounting, U.S. 
President Barack Obama 
vigorously defended his 
administration’s response 
to the worst oil spill in 
the nation’s history as he 
prepared for his second 
inspection tour of the bat¬ 
tered Gulf Coast.

PLC said it had resumed 
the pumping procedure 
known as a top kill. Offi¬

BP insisted the top kill 
was progressing as 
planned, though the com¬ 
pany acknowledged 

drilling mud was escaping 
from the broken pipe along 
with the leaking crude.

Tight pants banned 

Indonesian district cracks down on Muslim women’s dress 


Authorities in a devoutly 
Islamic district of Indone¬ 
sia's Aceh province have 
distributed 20,000 long 
skirts and prohibited 
shops from selling tight 
dresses as a regulation 
banning Muslim women 
from wearing revealing 
clothing took effect Thurs¬ 
day. 

The long skirts are to be 
given to Muslim women 
caught violating the dress 
code during a two-month 
campaign to enforce the 
regulation, said Ramli 
Mansur, head of West Aceh 
district. 

Islamic police will deter¬ 
mine whether a woman’s 
clothing violates the dress 
code, he said. 

During raids Thursday, Is¬ 
lamic police caught 18 
women travelling on mo¬ 
torbikes who were wearing 
traditional headscarves but 
were also dressed in jeans. 
Each woman was given a 
long skirt and her pants 
were confiscated. They 
were released from police 
custody after giving their 
identities and receiving ad-

vice from Islamic preach¬ 
ers. 

“I am not wearing sexy 
outfits, but they caught me 
like a terrorist only because 
of my jeans,” said Imma, a 
40-year-old housewife who 
uses only one name.

Motorbikes are common¬ 
ly used by both men and 
women in Indonesia.

The U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives has voted to repeal 
the 1993 law known as 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” and 
allow gays to serve openly 
in the military. 

The House vote Thurs¬ 
day came several hours af¬ 
ter the Senate Armed Serv¬ 
ices Committee took the 
same course and approved 
a measure repealing the 
policy that prohibits serv¬ 
ice by gays who openly ac¬ 
knowledge their sexual 
orientation. 

The House decision was 
a victory for U.S. President 
Barack Obama, who has 
pushed for a change in 
militaiy policy, and for gay 
rights groups that have 
made an end to “don’t ask, 


don’t tell” their top legisla¬ 
tive priority. 

Republicans voted over¬ 
whelmingly against lifting 
the ban, saying Congress 
should wait until the Pen¬ 
tagon completes a review 
of the impact of a repeal 
on militaiy life and readi¬ 
ness. 

Earlier in the day, the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee approved a 
provision to repeal the pol¬ 
icy in a 16-12 vote. 


Sen. Susan Collins, the 
only Republican to vote for 
the amendment to a de¬ 
fence spending bill, said it 
passed after “vigorous and 
aggressive debate.” 

Independent Sen. Joe 
Lieberman, who promoted 
the measure with Armed 
Services Chairman Carl 
Levin, a Democrat, said: 
“It’s time for this policy to 
go. It doesn’t reflect Amer¬ 
ica’s best values of equal 
opportunity, and it’s not 


good for the militaiy.” 

The measure could face 
a filibuster when it reach¬ 
es the Senate floor.

Bachchan’s are common in 
modern India, which 
prides itself on how it has 
transcended some of its 
most rigid traditions — 
and those beliefs are being 
heard more often as the 
government debates 

whether the national cen¬ 
sus should delve into caste. 

But Joseph D’Souza does¬ 
n’t believe such talk for a 
moment. 

“There’s a lot of lip serv¬ 
ice to saying ‘I’m an Indian 
first,’ and ‘I don’t believe 
in caste,”’ said D’Souza, a 
prominent campaigner for 
dalits, as India’s “untouch¬ 
ables” at the very bottom 
of the caste system are 
now known. 

“When it comes to shar¬ 
ing power, to interaction, 
to sharing social status, 
low-caste Indians are very 
much marginalized,” he 
said, arguing the census 
could provide firm data 
about the vast divisions. 

India’s census, being 
held in stages over the 
next year or so, delves into 
the wealth, living condi-

tions and other personal 
details of the country’s 1.2 
billion people. But still un¬ 
decided is one question — 
“What is your caste?” — 
that has infuriated much 
of India’s elite, energized 
caste-based political par¬ 
ties and left in doubt mil¬ 
lions of government jobs 
and university slots. 

The debate has also 
made very clear that caste, 
the Hindu custom that for 
millennia has divided peo¬ 
ple in a strict social hierar¬ 
chy based on their family’s 
traditional livelihood and 
ethnicity, remains a deeply 
sensitive subject. 

“The biggest issue (with 
the census) is the inability 
of India to come to terms 
with this really ingenious 
form of discrimination,”

U.S. federal prosecutors 
say they are working with 
police in several countries 
to investigate suspects in 
a child pornography 
“social networking site” 
that at one point had 
more than 1,000 members 
trading explicit images. 

U.S. authorities an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
they had broken up the in¬ 
ternational online child 
porn site, saying more 


than 50 people had been 
arrested in more than 50 
states since the 2008 start 
of the investigation. 

They said they are also 
seeking the extradition of 
several suspects from over¬ 
seas, including the alleged 
ringleader, Delwyn Savi- 
gar, who is serving a 14- 
year prison term in Eng¬ 
land for sexually assault¬ 
ing three underage girls. 

Savigar created and ran a 


password-protected web¬ 
site from which members 
could access collections of 
sexual images — some in¬ 
cluding as many as a mil¬ 
lion files — share their fan¬ 
tasies about having sex 
with children and give ad¬ 
vice to each other about 
how to build their collec¬ 
tions and avoid getting 
caught, Assistant U.S. At¬ 
torney Steven D. DeBrota 
said. 


“This was a social net¬ 
working site, really,” he 
said. 

To join the group, a per¬ 
son had to be sponsored by 
a member and voted on by 
other members, DeBrota 
said. 

Some members knew 
each other only by their 
screen names, but some 
knew each other outside of 
the ring, he said.

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Teach children about race early: Study 



CNN recently conducted a 
pilot study to determine 
young children’s attitude 
toward race, which raised 
many eyebrows. The sur¬ 
prising, yet critical findings 
pointed to a need for par¬ 
ents everywhere to teach 
children about values and 
self-esteem much earlier 
than expected. 

To conduct the pilot 
study, CNN hired consult¬ 


ant Margaret Beale Spencer 
— a renowned child psy¬ 
chologist and researcher 
from the University of 
Chicago. The pictures of 
caricature dolls were juxta¬ 
posed in front of each child 
who participated in the 
study. The dolls were iden¬ 
tical except for one feature: 
The colour of their skin, 
which ranged from veiy 
light to very dark. 

More than 130 children 
from eight schools were 
asked questions about who 
the smart child was and 
who the mean child was. 
The study showed an over¬ 
whelming bias in favour of 
the white dolls among the 
white children in the study. 
Surprisingly, the same bias 


— though not nearly as 
strong — showed up in the 
black children. In other 
words, the darkest doll was 
most often identified as the 
“mean” and “dumb” child, 
while the lightest doll was 
identified as the nicest 
child and smartest one. 

The CNN study drew 
thousands of comments af¬ 
terwards, including from a 
broad spectrum of profes¬ 
sionals. 

Many pointed fingers at 
media stereotypes; this ar¬ 
gument can go on indefi¬ 
nitely. Although dialogue 
can lead to constructive 
change, more importantly 
the test reveals the expedi¬ 
tious rate young children 
absorb information, 


process it themselves, and 
the urgent necessity for 
parental involvement on 
teaching children values 
and healthy self-esteem be¬ 
fore conditioning occurs. 

The implications of the 
CNN race study are critical 
if we want our children to 
grow up with healthy self¬ 
esteem, regardless of 
colour. We all know how 
body image affects our chil¬ 
dren, even to the point of 
eating disorders. Given the 
implications of the CNN 
study, parental teaching 
overall is paramount from 
an early age.

What’s that? A young col¬ 
lege grad lecturing her eld¬ 
ers about online privacy? 

It might go against con¬ 
ventional wisdom, but a 
new report from the Pew 
Internet & American Life 
Project is adding fuel to 
the argument that young 
people are fast becoming 
the gurus of online reputa¬ 
tion management, espe¬ 
cially when it comes to so¬ 
cial networking sites. 

Among other things, the 
study found that they are 


most likely to limit person¬ 
al information online — 
and the least likely to trust 
free online services rang¬ 
ing from Faceboolc to 
Linlcedln and My Space. 

The Pew study and a 
mounting body of new re¬ 
search is showing that the 
very generation accused of 
sharing too much informa¬ 
tion online is actually lead¬ 
ing the pack in online pri¬ 
vacy. 

The Pew study found, for 
instance, that social net- 


workers ages 18 to 29 were 
the most likely to change 
the privacy settings on 
their profiles to limit what 
they share with others on¬ 
line. 


The percentage who did 
so was 71 per cent, com¬ 
pared with just 55 per cent 
of the 50- to 64-year-old 
bracket.

scouts Rich NHL clubs 
don’t necessarily draft 
better, according to a 
study published by Simon 
Fraser University. 

SFU business Prof. Peter 
Tingling, co-author of 
Feast or Famine: Does 
Wealth Help or Hinder In¬ 
novation in Sport? used 
the NHL draft to test the 
theory that wealthier 
NHL clubs are able to be 
more innovative. 

The conclusions of Tin¬ 
gling and co-researcher 
Kamal Masri aren’t going 
to make NHL scouts hap¬ 
py. They conclude being 
able to spend a lot of 
money on scouting 
doesn’t make a team 
more successful at the 
draft. 

“We looked at how 
much money the teams 
are worth, the quality of 
their decisions and we 
could basically find basi¬ 
cally no relationship 
whatsoever,” Tingling said 
Thursday from Burnaby, 
B.C. 

Dividing the 30 NHL 
clubs into five categories 
ranging from “filthy rich” 
to “fiscally challenged”, 
Tingling analyzed the 
draft decisions of teams 
from 1997 to 2004 and 
measured how many of 
those players actually 
made it into the NHL.

Chris Pronger was just 
what the Philadelphia Fly¬ 
ers needed. Fearless and 
strong on the 
defensive end, he was a 
game-changer the Flyers 
hoped would make them 
a championship 
contender. They gave up 
two-first round picks in a 
trade to get him. 

The Chicago Blackhawlcs 
liked Marian Hossa when 
they went free agent shop¬ 
ping in the off-season. A 
strong skater and scoring 
threat who could also play 
defence, they landed him 
with a big 12 -year contract, 
figuring he would be a vet¬ 
eran influence on a young 
team with title hopes. 

Some players spend their 
entire career chasing the 
Stanley Cup without ever 


hoisting it. 

Pronger and Hossa have 
found their way back to the 
final again — Pronger for 
the third time in five years 
with his third different 
team. 

He was on a winner with 
the Anaheim Ducks in 
2007 after losing as a mem¬ 
ber of the Edmonton Oilers 
the previous year. 

“All you hear about is 
guys talking about it’s the 
toughest trophy in pro 
sports to win. There’s no 
question it is,” Pronger said 
Thursday after the Flyers 
arrived in Chicago dressed 
in matching orange hood¬ 
ed sweat shirts.

If anyone should see

Shunned by the compa¬ 
ny funding their research, 
the couple begin raising 
the creature as their child 
and the film transforms 
from a monster movie 
into a bizarre com¬ 
mentary on the 
fears of parent¬ 
hood. 

“I think 

P what’s interest- 
W ing about the 
^ film is that the 
humans are infi¬ 
nitely more monstrous 
than the creature at a cer¬ 
tain point. “We’ve always 
had monster movies to 
talk about ourselves and I 
think Splice is in that tra¬ 
dition in a strange way.” 

Polley is quick to ac¬ 
knowledge that she’s not 
particularly enamoured 
with monster movies, but 
this film offers much 
more than empty scares 
and it was the many lay¬ 
ers of the project that in¬ 
trigued her. 

“I want to be in films 
that have something to 
say or are innovative or 
push the envelope in 
some way and I feel like 
that can fit into any kind 
of film,” explained Polley.

follow-through. 

Paddy Considine was a 
good choice for the role of 
Robert Forster, a man so 
dissatisfied in his own skin 
that even his attempts at 
self-deprecating humour 
come off as scarily hollow. 
Considine does a good job 
approximating discomfort, 
but he’s let down by his co- 
star. In a part that requires 
the delicate modulation of 
emotion, Julia Stiles is 
merely blank. 

The tonal mismatch be¬ 
tween the two lead per¬ 
formances unbalances the 
film, although Thraves, best 
known for Radiohead’s 
haunting Just promo clip, 
does manage some linger¬ 
ingly odd images — like a 
dog’s grotesque farewell to 
its master — in between a 
lot of direct-to-DVD quality 
sequences.

Mother a masterpiece

It might seem a little pre¬ 
mature to label a director 
a “master" four films into 


his career, but the term 
applies to Bong Joon-ho. 

The South Korean film¬ 
maker’s new film Mother 
plays like an object lesson 
in cinematic craftsman¬ 
ship. There’s nary a shot 
out of place, nor any stray 
plot details that aren’t 
eventually folded into the 
narrative’s arc. 

Mother focuses on an in¬ 
dividual fighting against 
the system: A nameless, 


sexagenarian acupunctur¬ 
ist (Kim Hye-ja) roused to 
action when her son Do- 
Joon (Won Bin) is accused 
of a brutal murder. 

That Do-Joon may actual¬ 
ly be guilty is not a deter¬ 
rent to Hye-ja’s eponymous 
protagonist, whose fero¬ 
cious devotion supersedes 
her (rapidly receding) ra¬ 
tional side. Her transfor¬ 
mation to a doddering 
avenging angel is funny 


and freaky at the same 
time, and in its best mo¬ 
ments, Mother manages 
the Hitchockian trick of 
making the viewer feel like 
an accomplice. 

Bong’s command of 
thriller mechanics is air¬ 
tight, which makes the 
sense of release in the final 
scene all the more power¬ 
ful — which is not to say 
that he gives us any sort of 
happy ending.

Early on during the 
production of Forgetting 
Sarah Marshall, Nick 
Stoller decided he wanted 
to make another movie 
starring his then-relative 
unknown supporting cast. 

“During the first 
table read actually, 

I thought Jonah 
(Hill) and Russell 
(Brand) had 
amazing chem¬ 
istry,” said the 
sophomore di¬ 
rector. 

“I thought of this 
idea, pitched it and they 
both thought it was fan. 
They hadn’t done this kind 
of thing before.” 

Well, that’s not exactly 
true. After all, Brand 
played an obnoxious rock 
star named Aldous Snow 
in that 2008 comedy. Not 
coincidentally, he revives 


none other than Mr. Snow 
in Get Him to the Greek. 

“It didn’t make sense for 
Russell to be playing a 
new rock star since he just 
played a rock star in a 
movie that I directed so 
we thought we should 
spin it off,” admitted 
Stoller. 

But Brand’s familiarity 
with the role didn’t 
end there. A tale 
about a partying 
musician who is 
barely escorted 
from London to 
Hollywood 
alongside a 
meek executive 
(Hill), Snow walks a 
perilous, self-destructive 
path — not unlike the one 
Katy Perry’s fiance once 
travelled himself as a hero¬ 
in-addicted comedian. 

“I would sit down with 
him when I was writing 
the movie and basically in¬ 
terview him and ask him 
about addiction,” said 


Stoller. 

“I’d ask him what would 
cause him to fall off the 
wagon, what would he act 
like when he was an ad¬ 
dict, how would he treat 
his assistant if he wanted 


something.” 

If the comedy is any in¬ 
dication, his assistant was 
treated rather callously. 
But don’t mistake the neg¬ 
ligence of Aldous Snow for 
the Russell Brand of today. 


“Personality-wise he’s 
very different,” said 
Stoller. “(He’s) a very po¬ 
lite, charming guy who’s 
very effusive and talks a 
mile a minute and wants 
everyone to be comfort¬ 


able ... but there’s cer¬ 
tainly an emotional truth 
from his past that we kind 
of brought into the 
movie.” 

As for Stoller, he’s now 
tonally rehabilitating him¬ 
self as he moves from R-rat- 
ed road flick to penning 
the new Muppet Movie 
with pal Jason Segel. 

“We had a table read on 
Saturday with all the mup- 
pets. They literally had the 
puppeteers with the mup- 
pets,” laughed Stoller, 
who’s clearly still riding 
the high. 

“When I opened my 
computer program and 
wrote ‘Kermit’ as a charac¬ 
ter I was like, ‘I can’t be¬ 
lieve I get to do this’.”

Ashton Kutcher pulled 
double duty for his latest 
film, the romantic 
comedy/action hy¬ 
brid Killers.

And while he admits they 
didn’t finish on time or on 
budget, Kutcher is more 
than pleased with the re¬ 
sults. “As a producer, I’m ex- 
tremely satisfied with 
the film,” he says. 
“We set out to 
make a movie 
that was a $100 
million movie 
for $70 million. 
We got very, 

r very close. I 
think we were a 
couple days over and 
a couple dollars over, but 
we kept it pretty well close.” 



Of course, it wasn’t the 
smoothest of rides. Weath¬ 
er issues plagued the pro¬ 
duction from the begin¬ 
ning, Kutcher says, starting 
in the south of France. 
Nice, it turned out, was not 
so nice. 

“We got to Nice, France, 
and it was supposed to be 
sunny and beautiful, but it 


was freezing and windy, 
and we were on a yacht 
that was pitching,” he says. 

“And then we got to At¬ 
lanta and, in the middle of 
the night, one of our gener¬ 
ators got struck by light¬ 
ning, so it just shut us 
down. And it rained and 
rained and rained. We got 
fogged out one night. 


Every single time one of 
those things happened, we 
just had to completely re¬ 
jigger what we were doing, 
in order to make the 
movie, make it on time 
and make it on budget.” 

Of course, the acting still 
comes first, and playing a 
trained assassin in Killers 
meant a decent amount of 
stunt work. While Kutcher 
did rely on a stunt man for 
much of the film — “I’m 
not as awesome as Tom 
Cruise,” he says. “I don’t 
jump through glass” — he 
still wanted to be prepared. 

“I did some fight train¬ 
ing. I learned Krav Maga, 
Muay Thai and Kali, which 
is a Filipino knife fighting,” 
he says. “And then I real¬ 
ized that I should have 
learned how to movie fight 
because on the first fight 
scene, I knocked out a 
stunt guy. I felt really bad 
about that.”

review Babies is a classic ex¬ 
ample of a film that says 
more by doing less. Of 
course, just what it says is 
up for debate. 

French director Thomas 
Balmes uses a deceptively 
simple concept, filming 
four babies in four different 
countries to explore the dif¬ 
ferent ways we raise chil¬ 
dren across the world, from 
birth to first steps. There’s 
no narration, interviews, in¬ 
ter or subtitles. 

Just 79 minutes of babies 
sleeping, crying, crawling, 


walking, pooping and, in 
one case, escaping the 
machinations of a curious 
goat. 

But putting the focus 
firmly on the kids ensures 
that nothing is sugarcoated 
or glossed over and the 
long shots don’t cut away 
when the baby starts to 
bawl. 

Balmes says that he has 
no agenda; he’s not saying 
there’s any one way to rear 
kids. But the two extremes 
in environment and cul¬ 
ture his cast of titular char¬ 
acters are raised in — San 
Francisco and Tokyo, on 
one side, and tiny villages 
in Namibia and Mongolia 
on the other — reveals 
that he’s got some serious 
reservations about the 
overscheduled, over-stimu¬ 
lated we way of raise or 
children.

Winter lee p’s dark side 

Moody new album tackles a range of sounds and subjects

If there’s one thing 
Wintersleep doesn’t want 
to be accused of, it’s being 
a brooding band. The Hali- 
fax-cum-Montreal five- 
piece know their music is 
dark, but that’s where 
their moodiness ends. 

“We’re not bleak people,” 
says singer Paul Murphy on 
the phone from Toronto’s 
Hyatt Hotel. “We have this 
dark channel we turn on, 
but it’s not about being p— 
ed off.” 

He’s right, the band isn’t 
angry, but they sometimes 
have a twisted way of look¬ 
ing at the world. On Ency¬ 
clopedia, the second track 
off the band’s latest album, 
New Inheritors, Murphy 
sings about a character who 
“was flat on his back on the 
beach in the freezing sand.” 
By the end of the song Mur¬ 


phy wonders if he’s still 
alive and, when he realizes 
he is he asks, “what’s it 
worth?” 

There’s also a bit of hope¬ 
fulness, in a roundabout 
way. On Terrible Man he 
talks about a 27-year-old 
who’s afraid of aging and 
has female problems. He 
doesn’t get the girl, but in 
the end seems calmly re¬ 
signed with his lot in life. 

Murphy says all that 
gloominess is a “means to 
an end, where the end is 
not necessarily bleak but 
it’s the way of getting 
there.” 

While Murphy says that 
much of the words came 
from a personal place, out¬ 
side influences — the col¬ 
lapsing economy, wars and 
other world issues that oc¬ 
curred since they released 
their last record, the Juno- 
winning Welcome to the 
Night Sky — also account 
for some of the unhappier 


subject matter. 

“This record isn’t about 
Iraq or 9/11,” says Murphy, 
“but this sort of stuff will 
leak into the songwriting 
and the mood. It’s part of 
everybody’s existence.” 

Musically the band is at 
their strongest. They tackle 
a range of sounds from pep¬ 
py indie rock on Black Cam¬ 
era to epic, atmospherics 
on Baltic. But it’s on opener 
Experience the Jewel where 
the band has evolved the 
most — it’s the first time 
they’ve used strings, and or¬ 
chestral arrangements cre¬ 
ated by Belle & Sebastian’s 
Mick Cooke no less. 

“We felt there was some 
room for strings on the 
song,” Murphy explains. 
“We could have done more 
but we didn’t want to go 
crazy. We don’t have a 
string section that we tour 
with. 

“We’ve never done that 
before,” he adds. “We

thought it would be neat to 
have it on songs that we felt 
could maybe use a lift.” 

For many, this disc will 
be worth the three-year 
wait and while Murphy 
doesn’t think it’ll take as 
long to release the next 
one, he’ll only know for 
sure when his gut, or 
rather, bodily functions, tell 
him to get off the road and 
back into the studio. 

“This is the longest you 
can go without going nuts 
from touring the same 
songs,” he says. “You keep 
going until you feel like 
you’re going to throw up.”

N ow that Canadians 
are taking delivery 
of their iPads, let’s 
look at what 
Steve’s device could mean 
for music: 

• A big uptick in impulse 
purchases. It’ll be even eas¬ 
ier to say “yes” to a single 
song for $1.29. Before you 
know it, you’ll have said 
“yes” 10 times. It’ll be in¬ 
teresting to see what this 
will mean for the concept 
of the album 
• This is the real begin¬ 
ning of the end for tradi¬ 
tional printed music maga¬ 
zines. Can you imagine 
iPad-based music maga¬ 
zines that update constant¬ 
ly? I can’t wait for Rolling 
Stone, Q, Mojo and the rest 
of them adapt. No more 
waiting for that monthly is¬ 
sue. And no more being 
two months behind with 
U.K. publications. 

• The social networking 
aspect of music — sharing 
song recommendations — 
will speed up. 

• Think of what this 
means to soundtracks for 


movies and TV shows. As 
you’re watching, say, 
Grey’s Anatomy on your 
iPad and you want to know 
what the mournful song is 
under Meredith’s sappy so¬ 
liloquy in the final act, you 
can just tap to buy instant¬ 
ly. Same with movie sound¬ 
tracks. If I were into music 
licensing, I’d prepare for an 
onslaught of new business. 

• And why stop at 
movies and TV? Now that 
the iBook store is here, 
why not assemble sound¬ 
tracks for books? Can you 
imagine what Nick Horn¬ 
by’s Hi-Fidelity would 
sound like? 

• Radio will evolve. 
We’re moving closer and 
closer to a time where all 
content will be available on 
demand. Why not on-de¬ 
mand radio? You continue 
with your real-time over- 
the-air broadcast, but you 
also make everything avail¬ 
able to your audience so 
they can consume what 
you do on THEIR terms. 
With cars quickly turning 
into $30,000 A/V units on 
wheels, radio’s biggest au¬ 
dience—people in automo¬ 
biles—will fragment. The 
iPad is another device that 
will lure people away from 
standard broadcasting.

The dreaded label 

Too many flops, and you get that name 


The term “showkiller” can 
send a chill down the 
spine of any TV star. Just 
ask Eric Balfour. 

The California native is 
among a handful of actors 
and actresses who have 
occasionally been singled 
out by critics as 
“showlcillers” — people 
who practically guarantee 
a series will not catch on 
with audiences. 

“I kept auditioning for 
television shows that went 
to pilot, the network 
picked it up and it went on 
the air,” says Balfour, cur¬ 
rently shooting the Show¬ 
case and Syfy drama Haven 


Eric Balfour in shooting yet 
another series. 


in Nova Scotia. 

“For whatever reason, 
those shows didn't stay on 
the air. And there was a 
moment when everyone 
went, ‘Oh, it's Eric...”’ 

That seems unfair, says 
Balfour. He argues that he 
has no control over writ¬ 
ing, producing or schedul¬ 
ing. “People in the press 
sometimes can be mali¬ 
cious and sensational.” 

Paula Marshall is anoth¬ 
er example. While her 
press tour appearances are 
usually winners, she seems 
to have bad luck landing a 
series that sticks. Critics 
generally rooted for her in

the 1998-99 series Cupid, 
but it was cancelled after 
15 episodes. 

Within eight years, she 
starred in six different se¬ 
ries that lasted less than a 
season, including Snoops 
(1999) and Hidden Hills 
(2002). Gary Unmarried 
was her first series to be 
picked up past the first 
season; it was just can¬ 
celled at CBS. 

The good news for ac¬ 
tors like Balfour and Mar¬ 
shall is that Hollywood 
casting agents keep seek¬ 
ing out these same actors 
for series roles.

Perfecting the sting 

Master distiller shares tips on how 
to best appreciate a good scotch

I find scotch a little hard to 
swallow. Straight scotch is 
tough to drink and stings 
going down. It makes you 
wonder why people drink 
it. 

As it turns out, I’m not 
alone. Even Ian Millar, the 
master distiller and brand 
ambassador for Glenfiddich, 
likes his scotch with a cou¬ 
ple drops of water in it. That 
takes the sting from the al¬ 
cohol and helps bring out 
the toffee and caramel 
flavours. 

“It changes it hugely,” 
said Millar, when we sat 
down at Tosca Ristorante in 


downtown Ottawa, Ont., to 
sample Glenfiddich’s 12,15, 
and 18-year-old scotches. 

However, the bite when 
swallowed is a part of the 
drinking experience. Scotch 
is meant to be taken in 
small quantities, he said — 
two, maybe three glasses, 
over the course of an 
evening, and that’s it. 

“It’s not about knocking 
it back to get drunk,” he 
said. “It’s just to gentle you 
down. A couple whiskies a 
night is good enough. 
You’re comfortable. You 
can’t drive home but you’re 
still going to be okay the 
next morning.” 

There are no rules to 
drinking scotch, but Millar 
suggests drinking it at room 


temperature or slightly 
warmer in order to bring 
out the flavours in the 
scotch. 

Millar even wraps his 
hands around his glass to 
transfer his body heat to 
the liquid. When it’s 
warmed up a bit, a light 
pear flavour should be de¬ 
tectable also, he said. 

“That’s why single malt 
doesn’t really work with 
ice,” said Millar. “But it does 
in hot countries on very hot 
days.” 

According to the law, all 
single-malt scotch must be 
in its cask for at least three 
years. The distilling process 
involves a delicate balance 
of liquids matured in Euro¬ 
pean and American Oak 


casks, that add something 
different to the flavour, said 
Millar. 

In the 15-year-old Scotch, 
they use virgin American 
oak casks to inject a layer of 
honey sweetness, European 
oak to infuse it with a hint 
of raisin; and ex-bourbon 
casks to add some spice to 
the mix. 

“If you’re going to have a 


scotch before breakfast, 
this is a good one,” joked 
Millar. 

An 18-year-old scotch is 
going to have much more 
flavour and aroma because 
it has spent six more years 
in the cask. 

Glenfiddich does special 
editions of older vintages. 
This year in Canada, they 
are releasing two bottles of 


50-year-old scotch. One bot¬ 
tle is available to only those 
with $30,000 lying around. 
The other bottle though 
will be opened for a special 
tasting event at the Fair¬ 
mont Banff Springs. The on¬ 
ly way to take part in that is 
to win a spot from the 
“North of 50” Father’s Day 
contest, open now at glen- 
fiddich.ca.

2 tbsp lemon juice 

1/3 cup sliced almonds, 
toasted 

METHOD: 

1. In pot, bring broth, rice, 


onion, 1 tsp garlic, chili 
powder, salt, turmeric, 
pepper and bay leaf to 
boil. Cover; simmer 20 
minutes or until rice is 
tender. Discard bay leaf. 

2. In skillet, stir peppers, 
onions, parsley, basil, 
thyme, pepper sauce and 
remaining garlic in butter 
over medium-high heat 2 
minutes.
